The SAREP program is designed to teach youth about stewardship of aquatic resources through 
their interest in fishing. An extensive leaders and members manual is available, instructor training 
workshops are held periodically, and a newsletter for volunteer instructors is published. The SAREP 
manual contains information on setting up community fishing derbies as well as establishing a fishing 
tackle lending program through a community library. 

Other Extension publications on fishing are available at nominal cost through Cornell 
Cooperative Extension. Three excellent booklets are: Let's Go Fishing, by Decker, Howard and 
Kelley; Let's Go Ice Fishing, by Howard and Greene; and Basic Fly Tying, by Howard. A catalog 
of publications available from Extension can be obtained from the Cornell Cooperative Extension 
Service, Distribution Center C, 7 Research Park, Cornell University, Ithaca, NY 14850.
